Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  Statistics  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  'West  Kesteven 
Rural  District  for  the  year  1956. 

Unfortunately  the  improvement  in  Infant  Mortality  noted 
last  year  was  not  maintained,  and  the  rate  for  1956  (like  that 
for  1954  and  most  previous  years)  was  far  above  the  national 
average.  Attention  must  again  be  drawn  to  the  high  proportion 
of  infant  deaths  caused  by  infection. 

Though  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  higher,  the  table 
of  causes  of  death  shows  little  change  as  compared  with  1955 
there  was  a  further  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to 
pneumonia  and  bronchitis.  .A  very  welcome  feature  is  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  any  death  from  Tuberculosis. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  This  may  well  have  been  due  to  the 
intensive  Mass  Radiography  survey  in  C rant ham,  when  persons 
from  the  Rural  District  were  invited  to  make  use  of  the  open 
sessions,  and  many  did  so. 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  in  1956.  The 
District’s  freedom  from  this  disease  was,  of  course,  purely 
a  matter  of  chance  and  this  District  is  as  likely  as  any 
other  to  experience  a  disastrous  .outbreak  next  year  or  the 
year  after.  The  discovery  of  a  vaccine  which  confers  at 
least  partial  protection  0ives  hope  that  this  dreaded  dis¬ 
ease  can  be  controlled,  but  the  task  of  achieving  control 
will  be  indeed  formidable,  as  it  .will  mean  immunizing  the 
whole  population  at  least  up  to  the  age  of  40s  one  third 
of  all  cases  of  polio  and  two  thirds  of  deaths  occur  in 
persons  over  15.  At  the  time  of  writing,  the  government's 
plans  for  anti-poliomyelitis  vaccination  cover  only  children 
up  to  15  and  expectant  mothers.  Obviously  there  is  a  long 
way  to  go  before  the  maximum  possible  protection  of  the  com¬ 
munity  is  achieved.  The  expense  .of  protection  should  not  be 
a  deterrent,  as  apart  from  the  humanitarian  aspect  there 
would  be  the  saving  to  the  community  in  hospital  costs  and 
in  the  maintenance  of  those  disabled  by  the  disease. 

As  suggested  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  the  Council 
acquired  some  old  property  .which  after  improvement  has 
proved  useful  for  the  housing  of  "difficult"  families  - 
The  war-time  hutments  used  as  temporary  housing  are 
steadily  being  closed  down,  a  process  which  should  be  com¬ 
plete  by  the  end  of  1957* 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the 
Council,  and  in  particular  the  Health  Committee,  Mr. 

Morgan,  Mr.  Dean,  and  all  his  staff  for  their  unfailing 
courtesy  and  help  throughout  the  year.

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December  1956  and  to  record  the  progress  that  has  been  made 
during  that  period  in  improving  the  living  conditions  of  the  people 
residing  in  the  area. 


My  Department  Is  often  subjected  to  criticism  and  comparisons 
are  made  with  pre-war  years  regarding  the  amount  of  work  involved 
and  the  number  of  the  staff  engaged.  For  comparative  purposes  it 
is  worth  noting  the  increase  in  responsibility  over  the  past  twenty 
years.  In  1936  there  were  no  water  mains  or  sewerage  schemes  worth 
mentioning,  no  refuse  collection,  the  Council  erected  16  houses  and 
then  owned  161.  Twelve  of  those  houses  were  painted  in  that  year. 
32  plans  for  new  buildings  were  submitted  and  examined  as  compared 
with  264  during  1956.  There  were  37  privately  owned  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  1936  as  against  6  now,  but  then  it  was  impossible  to 
inspect  all  animals  slaughtered  as  we  do  today.  The  product  of  a 
penny  rate  was  £218  and  even  in  1956  was  only  £56/1  but  unfortunately 
the  Pound  is  only  worth  about  one-fifth  of  what  it  was  then. 


The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  progress  which  they 
continue  to  make  in  spite  of  the  financial  difficulties  and  I  am 
satisfied  that  both  my  staff  and  workmen  alike  do  their  utmost  to 
implement . the  Council's  recommendations  and  take  a  conscientious 
interest  in  their  daily  tasks.  Taking  over  full  responsibility  for 
the  erection  of  all  new  housing  is  an  additional  load  but  at  the 
same  time  this  results  not  only  in  a  capital  saving  but  also  a  closer 
eye  on  construction,  materials  and  equipment  with  a  view  to  future 
maintenance . 


'Without  the  full  co-operation  and  support  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council ,  the  Accountant,  the  Medical  Officer  and  the  friendly  help 
and  support  of  every  Member  of  the  Council  it  would  not  be  possible 
to  cope  with  the  volume  of  work  or  to  be  in  a  position  to  present 
such  a  satisfactory  report.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  ex¬ 
tension  of  mains  water  supplies  but  it  vvas  not  possible  to 
bring,  the  new  source  from  the  bunter  sandstone  at  Long 
Bennington  into  operation  due  to  the  difficulties  experienced 
by  the  manufacturers  and  consequent  unpardonable  delays  in 
obtaining  delivery  of  the  most  vital  part  of  the  northern 
section  of  the  Regional  Water  Scheme  for  the  area,  the  sub¬ 
mersible  pump. 

During  the  year,  further  attempts  were  made  to  trace 
the  sources  of  pollution  of  the  Lenton  Lodge  and  Laughton 
Lodge  bores  which  are  sunk  into  the  Lincolnshire  limestone. 

One  possible  source  was  considered  to  be  a  dyke  at  Sapperton 
which  collects  drainage  from  a  large  area  of  surrounding  land 
and,  in  addition  receives  the  discharge  of  sewage  from  a 
section  of  this  hamlet,  after  partial  treatment.  The  whole 
of  this  surface  water  discharges  through  a  natural  "swallow 
hole"  into  the  limestone,  which  outcrops  near  the  surface 
in  this  valley.  During  1957,  it  was  noted  that  the  feeding 
of  chlorine  to  the  discharge  into  the  swallow  hole  appeared 
to  have  a  distinct  effect  on  the  quality  of  the  raw  water 
extracted  from  the  Lenton  bore  but  no  definite  conclusions 
could  be  reached  as  it  was  not  possible  to  cope  with  the 
amount  of  chlorine  required  as  a  result  of  the  tremendous 
increase  in  flow  after  rainfall  due  to  the  rapid  "run  off" 
from  the  surrounding  land.  However,  it  is  considered  that 
the  findings  were  sufficient  to  warrant  further  investigations 
as  to  the  possibility  of  sealing  this  inlet  and  finding  an 
alternative  route  for  discharge  of  the  surface  water,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  improvement  of  the  sewage  disposal  for 
Sapperton . 

Only  one  isolated  sample  out  of  47  samples  of  raw 
water  from  the  Lenton  bore  gave  a  total  absence  of  faecal 
coli  during  1956  but  this  is  not  unusual,  as  the  source  is 
recognized  as  being  heavily  polluted.  The  last  satisfactory 
sample  of  raw  water  was  obtained  as  far  back  as  1951  and 
consequently  this  can  only  be  regarded  as  a  freak. 

Tremendous  care  is  taken  with  the  chemical  treatment  of  this 
source  as  will  be  seen  from  the  tabulated  results  of  samples 
of  water  taken  from  consumers  taps  at  numerous  points  on  the 
distribution  mains.  It  is  worthy  of  note  here  that  of  102 
samples  taken,  none  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The 
provision  of  an  automatic  chlorine  residual  recorder  which 
will  also  control  the  operation  of  the  pump  will  be  an 
added  safeguard  in  ensuring  that  no  water  is  put  into 
supply  without  adequate  sterilization. 

The  supervision  and  maintenance  as  a  result  of  the 
miles  of  mains  now  in  existence  and  the  scattered  nature 
of  the  pumping  stations  is  difficult  and  costly  in  view 
of  the  amount  of  travelling  involved  but  it  is  essential 
that  every  care  should  be  taken  to  ensure  a  safe  supply 
of  water  throughout  the  area.  The  total  value  of  the 
Council's  water  undertaking  must  now  be  worth  over  half 
a  million  pounds  and  such  a  valuable  asset  must  receive 
the  best  attention  to  maintain  it  efficiently.

It  should  be  noted  that  ot  the  Ten  parishes  with  few  or  no 
connections  shown,  three,  Boothby  Pagnell,  Easton  and  Stoke 
Rochford  are  fed  by  private  supplies;  Manthorpe  is  within 
the  Grantham  Waterworks  statutory  supply  area,  and  the 
seven  remaining,  Barks ton,  Carlton  Scroop,  Hey dour, 
Honington,  Londonthorpe,  Syston  and  ..elby  are  scheduled  for 
connection  in  the  years  1957/1958.

It  is  indeed  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 

rfeioLCOiniiietln°  ?GW  houses  has  been  maintained  again  dur- 
ing  1^56.  Ill  new  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  com- 

pared  with  117  during  1955  and  it  must  be  remembered  that  dur- 
!ng  1956 . the  Department  took  over  complete  responsibility  for 
abl  housing  contracts  whereas  previously  the  work  had  been 
carried  out  and  here  one  must  add,  most  efficiently,  by  a 
firm  of  Architects  appointed  by  the  Council.  This  in  itself 
if  2Uiie  achievement,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  other  work  of  the  department  has  been  continuously 
increasing  with  the  increase  in  capital  works  such  as  water 
ana  sewerage  schemes  and  the  multiplicity  of  minor  works 
which  follow  in  their  wake  and  with  no  increase  in  staff. 

This  has  only  been  possible  due  to  the  hard  work  of  every 
member  of  the  department  and  in  particular  to  the  enthusiasm 
01  Hr.  Headland,  Technical  Assistant,  and  the  drive  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Housing  Committee. 


Further  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  clearance  of 
^f it  houses  and  to  the  improvement  of  many  others  with 
grant  aid.  In  order  to  provide  for  the  re-housing  of 
tenants  from  unfit  houses,  the  new  housing  programme  has 
been  devoted  entirely  to  this  and  it  has  been  found  that 
this  has  necessitated  the  inclusion  of  a  large  proportion 
of  oungalows  for  ‘'aged  persons"  as  in  many  cases  the 
tenants  oi  the  unfit  houses  fall  into  that  category  and, 
in  addition,  it  has  been  possible  to  rehouse  tenants  of 
underoccupied  houses  in  order  to  make  them  available  for 
larger  families.  These  bungalows  are  found  to  be  a  very 
sound  solution  to  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses,  particularly 
as  it  is  possible  to  let  them  at  a  rent  comparable  with  the 
rent  previously  paid,  are  more  economical  in  building  costs 
and  help  the  occupants  to  live  out  their  lives  in  better 
conditions  which  are  far  more  acceptable  to  them  than  in¬ 
stitutional  accommodation  or  communal  homes  which  they  fear 
will  mean  loss  of  freedom  and  their  6oods  and  chattels  which 
have  such  sentimental  value. 


The  number  of  applications  for  improvement  grants  has 
again  increased,  being  95  approved  in  1956  as  against  64  in 
1955.  Again  the  percentage  of  tenanted  houses  improved  is 
more  than  those  owner-occupied. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  applicants  for  housing 
accommodation  on  the  Council's  Register  cannot  be  claimed 
to  be  due  entirely  to  the  number  of  new  houses  built  but  is 
also  due  to  the  introduction  of  a  differential  rent  scheme 
which  resulted  in  a  number  of  houses  being  vacated  which 
would  not  otherwise  have  been  made  available  for  re-letting. 
The  villages  of  Earrowby ,  Great  Gonerby  and  Colsterworth 
still  have  the  higher  demand,  but  even  these  have  been  re¬ 
duced  and  the  total  reduction  for  the  area  is  from  506  to 
359  in  the  case  of  those  applicants  who  either  live  or  work 
in  the  rural  area  and  in  28  parishes  out  of  42  the  demand 
is  under  10,  which  can  be  considered  as  average  to  allow 
for  re-letting  existing  houses  without  resorting  to 
additional  buildin0.  Unfortunately  the  register  does  not 
give  an  entirely  accurate  and  comprehensive  picture  as 
many  prospective  tenants  do  not  apply  until  additional 
houses  are  seen  to  be  under  construction  and  others  in 
unfit  houses  do  not  apply  at  all  as  they  are  unable  or 
not  prepared  to  pay  the  extra  rent  for  the  additional 
modern  amenities  provided  in  a  good  sound  house.

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SEWERAGE  and  sewage  disposal. 


The  provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  is  slow 
and  of  course  cosily  oui  ihe  demand  is  increasing  wiih  ihe  in¬ 
crease  in  mains  waier  supplies.  Maintenance  of*  disposal  works 
is  also  oifliculi  and  cosily.  Difiiculi  because  of  ihe  lack  of 
suitable  labour  with  ihe  necessary  physical  and  menial  ability 
prepared  to  undertake  such  work  at  ihe  rate  of  pay  offered  and 
cosily  due  to  ihe  amount  of  travelling  involved  and  ihe  use  of 
a  mobile  e>ang  for  this  work  is  necessary  and  is  more  efficient 
than  part-time  labour. 

To  encourage  the  fullest  use  of  new  sewers  and  eliminate 
insanitary  conditions,  grants  towards  the  cost  of  conversion  of 
E.O.s  to  W.C.s  have  oeen  made.  Of  the  27  grants  approved  in 
1956,  25  of  these  were  in  Great  Gonerby . 


EEEUSE  collection  and  disposal. 


As  a  result  of  the  recommendation  in  last  year’s  report, 
the  Council  agreed  to  increase  the  collection  of  refuse  from 
once  every  three  weeks  to  fortnightly.  An  additional  vehicle 
has  been  ordered  and  early  delivery  is  anticipated.  This  extra 
vehicle  will  not  only  provide  for  this  more  regular  collection 
but  will  also  allow  for  the  continually  increasing  number  of 
premises  including  the  large  estate  being  developed  at  South 
Witham  for  the  East  midlands  Housing  Association. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  refuse  continues  to  be 
collected  weekly  from  the  3orough  of  Grantham’s  temporary  hous¬ 
ing  estate  at  Alma  Park. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage  continued  throughout 
the  year  and  the  quantity  collected  would  have  been  greater  than 
that  given  below  had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  collections 
had  to  be  limited  as  the  Thames  Board  Mills,  with  whom,  the 
Council  have  a  contract,  were  unable  to  cope  with  the  quantity 
of  salvage  being  produced.  It  is  hoped  that  this  position  will 
soon  be  remedied  particularly  when  the  new  vehicle  is  brought 
into  operation  as  it  will  oe  difficult  to  keep  the  quantity 
collected  down  to  the  maximum  amount  the  Board  Mills  can  take.
